XXXV. CONFESSION. 


Like the word “pope,” the word “confession” frightens those who have 
strange and, of course, very erroneous notions concerning it. 

Confession, according to the teaching of the Catholic Church. forms a 
part of the Sacrament of Penance, but not the most important part. Non- 
Catholics, generally, entertain the notion that Catholics may Violate the laws 
of God and man as seriously and as frequently as they please and may be 


forgiven by “running to confession.” 


If such were the truth, the teaching 


and practice of confession would be deserving of severe denunciation. If the 
Church herself had imposed confession and other conditions for the forgive- 
ness of sin, the Church herself would be deserving of condemnation. Catho- 
fs hold, as do all sane people, that only God can forgive sin, and that only 


He, therefore, may stipulate the terms 


for forgiveness. 


However, if we take into account that sin is the only obstacle to salva- 
tion, it must appear quite plain to us that the Almighty would have kept 
from His Church a power and commission which she would need most in 
her service to man, had He not conferred on her the power to remove sin.

Inaccuracies About Sacra- | 
ment of Penance Corrected

You say: “Penance was instituted | 


in 1215.” If by penance you mean 
either repentance or works of satis- 
faction for sin, you must go back a 
few years further. Both were insti- 
tuted on that memorable occasion 
“When they (Adam and Evc) heard |, 
the voice of the Lord God walking in) 
paradise at the afternoon air,” and 
received the sentence of punishment, 
recorded in the third chapter of Gen- 
esis. If by “penance” you mean the 
sacrament of Penance, it was insti- 


‘tuted when the risen Savier breathed 


upon the Apostles and said to them: 

“Receive ye the Holy Ghost; whose 
sins you shall forgive, they are for- 
given them; and whose sins you sha!) 
retain they are retained.” (John XX 

21-23). If you care to read up this 
subject you will find proof a-plenty | 
in Tertullian of the second century 

Origen, Cyprian and Firmillian of 
the third,—Lactantius, Hilary, Eph-' 
rem, Basil, Pacian, Ambrose, Chry- 
sostom, and the Apostolic Constitu- 
tions of the fourth—Augustine, Isi- 
dore and Cyril, of the fifth, and so 
down through the centuries until to- 
day. 

You say: “Confession was institu- 
ted in 1215.” I should imagine that 
the first confession known to history 
is that recorded in the third chapter 
of Genesis referred to above. But let 
that go. Private or auricular con- 
fession was not something introduced 
with Christianity. It existed in The 
Old Law. The Jewish people prac- 
ticed confession—even private or au- 
ricular confession to the priest alone. 
Of course their priests did not give 


labsolution, because they had not the 
ipower to bind or loose: 


but they did 
hear the acknowledgment of the sin 
efore praying for the sinner and 
offering sacrifice for him that his sin 
might be forgiven. The Jewish rab- 
bis taught 
sacrificed for sin, if they did not re- 
pent and make a clear and well-stated 
confession of their sins, their sacrifice 
would be of no avail. . 
Josephus, the Jewish historian, tells 
us that, when the sin the

Philo, another Jéwish writer 
says: “No part of the victim offered 


sin was to be taken out of the 
temple, for the sole reason that his 


sins might not be cast up to the peni-

tent.” “These sins,” he continues 
“must be reserved to the sacred pre 
cincts in which the expiation was 
made.” 

Knowing this fact, we understand 


better such passages of the Old Testa 
ment as Numbers V chapter from the 
5th to the 8th verse; and Leviticus V 
chapter, 4th, 5th and 6th verses: and 
such passages as that of Matthew, in 
the New Testament, with regard to 
John the Baptist: “Then went out to 
him Jerusalem and all Judea, and al! 
the country about the Jordan; and 
were baptized by him in the Jordan 
confessing their sins.” The existence 


of this custom made the words of 
Jesus to His Apostles, “Whose sins 
you shall forgive they are forgiven 


and whose sins you shall retain they 
are retained,” perfectly clear to them 
and hence they raised no question as

CORRECTING A MISCONCEPTION

firm that in primitive times confes- 
sion was always public; and that se- 
cret, or auricular, confession was the 
invention or the development of a lat- 
er age. It is hoped that in the fol- 
lowing article it may be convincingly 
shown that such an opinion is alto- 
gether lacking in historical accuracy. 

Like many other institutions be- 
longing to the Christian religion, con- 
fession had its foreshadowing under 
the Old Dispensation. was 
commanded by God to speak thus to 
the children of Israel: “When a man 
or woman shal! have committed any 
of all the sins that men are wont to 
commit, they shall confess 
their sin. And [if their sin regarded 
wronging their neighbor] they shall

restore the principal itself, and the 
fifth part over and above, to him 
against whom they have sinned.” 


(Num., v, 7) The chapter continues 


with directions to the priest as to the) 


amount of satisfaction 
different offences. The purpose 
for which this confession was made 
was twofold: to enable the priest to 
determine the kind of sacrifice re- 
quired for expiation, and in order that 
the sins of the offender might be im- 
posed on the head of the scapegoat.

True it Christ instituted 
baptism with its special grace of the 
full forgiveness of all past sins; but 
that sacrament could never be repeat 
ed, for there is but one baptism for 
the remission of sins.

But the institution of the 
full Sacrament of Penance, with con- 
fession and absolution, was reserved 
for the first Easter Day, when Jesus 
Christ had risen from the tomb, after 
having offered Himself in sacrifice by 
pouring out His blood for the sins of 
the whole world Standing in the 
midst of His disciples, Our Lord first 
of all made them His delegates: “A:

A Catholic reader hardly needs to 
be reminded that the power to forgive 
ins was not intended to remain with 
the Apostles only, or that the judicial 
power to absolve bestowed by Christ 
involves the obligation of confession 
‘Just as sin needed forgiveness in the 
Apostolic Age, so does it need for 
giveness in all times and in all places 
Then again, God's minister, according 
to the plain meaning of the divine 
words, can not absolve indiscriminat 


ly every one who presents himself, but 


he must exercise the discretionary 
power of a judge. The penitent sin 
iner is to be forgiven: not so those un 
worthily disposed But how can the 
priest form a judgment uniess the 
state of the sinner be made known to 
him’? And how can this be brought 
about except by a sincere and con 
plete confession ’
